BEE KEEPING. 

Thos. Henderson gives the following in- 
formation regarding the successful wintering 
of his bees last season. 

Howey Grave, April 18, 1894. 


We put our bees in the cellar on the 15th 
of October, 1893, and took them out on the 
Isth of April 184, about one month earlier 
than last year. They have come out in first- 
class order and none lost. This is the first 
time my bees have wintered without loss 
since | commenced bee keeping in Edmonton 
in ISS88. They have consumed more honey 
per colony this winter thau in any previous 
one, but are stronger in numbers this spring 
than ever before. My hives are of two sizes, 
one weighing 55 Ibs. and the other 34 Ibs. 
empty. Each hive is numbered separately. 
The following table will show the weight of

cellar.

Moore & Macdowall’s saw mill at the White 
Mad, sixty miles up the river, noticed that 
the mill was on fire. Although every effort 
was made to stop the tire it had gained too 
much headway and in a very short time the 
building was totally destroyed together with 
about 3,000 feet of lumber that was in the 
mill. There were two engines and boilers, 
the damage to which could not be estimated 
at the time John Kelly, manager of the mill 
left. The lumber dressing machinery can 
probably be refitted so that it is nota total 
loss. About 15,000 logs were taken, out 
during the past winter for sawing during 
the present summer. These are about 
twenty-five miles further up the river than 
the mill and are all right so far, but unless 
they can be sawn this summer they will de- 
teriorate very greatly in value. The cause 
of the fire can only be conjectured. The mill 
was running on Tuesday and it is possible 
that some of the saw dust may have become 
ignited, but did not burst into flame until 
after smouldering for hours. A heavy forest 
fire was raging about half a mile away but 
it is scarcely possible that fire could have 
been carried so far when there was no wind. 
The mill hands had been fighting the forest 
fires previously in order to save the hay 
stacks, and had secured the mill from being 
reached by the fire. Mr. Keily says the 
woods are very dry this season especially 
considering how late the spring is, and that 
unless rain falls soon there will be great de- 
struction of timber. He believes that fires 
are set purposely by the White Whale lake 
Indians not far from the mill. The light 
snow fall of last winter and its complete 
disappearance owing to the present hot 
weather is the cause of the exceptional lack 
of moisture in the woods. Prairie fires 
were raging all over Stony Plain as he pass- 
ed coming to Edmonton, but he did not 
hear of any destruction of buildings up to 
that time. The total loss to Moore & Mac-
